The Most Awful Calamity in the History of America Leaves a Ruined Wreck of What Was Once 
The Finest City on the Pacific Coast---Other Cities Severely Injured.

Here isa fearful story which can be told in.a few 
words, and yet to tell it all in its detail would take the 
pages of a thousand papers like tiis one, 

What was once San Francisco is a heap of ruins. As 
this is written there is no knowing what the end will be. 

First came an earthquake on the morning of April 
18, with the initial shock at 5:15 o’clock. It toppled 
houses down as if they had been built of cards instead 
of stone and ateel, it rent the gas and water mains 
asunder as if they were constructed of paper, and then 
to cap the climax fire broke out. 

Look at the situation. 

Fire raging at a hundred different points and no 
water with which to fight it. Bodies buried in ruins 
and no one to take them out, 

Nothing could have been more appalling. The trag- 
edies of Chicago and Baltimore sink into insignificance 
beside this one, which is the greatest horror in Ameri- 
can history. 

Thousands of homeless and starving people were 
driven to the water fronts and the parks on the bigh 
places. The mayor called to his aid the regulars under 
Gen. Funston quartered at the Presidio, and put what 
was left of the city under martial law. Exhausted fire- 
men blew buildings up with dynamite in order to check 
the flames, and when the supply was exhausted they 
were helpless. 

Looters were shot down without a word of warning. 

Within twenty-four hours Congress appropriated 
$1,000,000 to relieve the wants of the inhabitants of the 
doomed city, and thousands of other contributions 
were being made, 

It is hard to imagine such a picture as this, 
harder to tell the story in a few words, 

With black ruins covering more than seven square 
miles in its very heart the city now waits in a stupor 
the inevitable reign of starvation and possible anarchy 
that must crowd close upon the disaster. On the second 
day it was said the flames were eating out the central 
residence portion about the Western Addition and 
fashionable Pacitic Heights, 

After sucking dry even the sewers, the fire engines 
have either been abandoned or moved to the outlying 
districts In the vain hope that the water mains broken 
by the earthquake may be repaired in time to permit 
of a final stand being made against the whirlwind 
march of the flames. 

“No more dynamite! No more dynamite !”’ a fire- 
man ran shrieking up Ellis street past the doomed 
Flood building at 2 o’clock in the morning, and as he 
ran tears sprang from his smoke smirched eyes. ‘No 
more dynamite !’’ moaned the crowd that stood list- 
lessly in the glare of approaching flames. ‘No more 
dynamite, and we are lost !”’ 

So at 2 0’clock, with the explosives exhausted and 
not a dozen streams of water being thrown in the en- 
tire fire zone, the stunned fire fighters and the stupid 
people sat still to watch the remnant of the city burn. 

There was no help. Water gone, powder gone, hope 
was a fiction, the fair city by the Golden Gate was 
doomed to be blotted from the sight of man, 

The stricken people, who wander through the streets 
in pathetic hopelessness and sit upon their scattered 
belongings, have reached the staze of dumb, uncaring 
despair. A city dissolving before their eyes bas no 
significance longer. 

Ruins, stark naked, yawning at fearful angles and 
pinnacled into a thousand fearsome shapes, mark the 
site of what was three-fourths of the total area of the 
city. 

Eleven postal clerks, all alive, were taken from the 
debris of the post office. They had been for three days 
without food or water. 

There is no business quarter—it is gone. There is no 
longer a hotel district,a theatre,a place where night 
beckoned to pleasure. Everything gone. Only a part 
of the residence domain of the city remains, and it is 
likely that by the time this is printed, that, too, will be 
only a blackened spot. All of the city South of Market 
street, even down to Islais Creek and 
Valencia street, is now a smouldering ruin. 

There is no longer a downtown district. A blot of 
black spreads from Fast street to Oaklavia and is 
bounded on the South and North by Broadway and 
Washington street and Islais Creek respectively.

Notabank stands. There are no longer any ex- 
changes, insurance offices, real estate offices, all that 
once represented the financial heart of the city and its 
industrial strength. Go up Market street from the 
Ferry building to Octavia street and nothing but the 
black fingers of Jagged ruins point to the smoke blanket 
that presses low overhead, Visit what was once Call- 


bay to Oakland, which left 300,000 dead and alive to be 
cared for in some way or other. 

It is hard to estimate the loss in money. It may be 
said that practically all improvements on real estate 
anda great part of the personal property are gone. 
The loss will certainly be more than $300,000,000. The

provements in San Francisco at $402,000,000. The in- 
surance held in San Francisco has been estimated in 
New York at from $350,000,000 to $390,000,000. This esti- 
mate is based on the payments of premiums. 

The authorities are doingall in their power to re- 
move the bodies in order that a pestilence may be pre- 
vented. It has been necessary repeatedly to move the 
injured from places where they had sought refuge, for 


Food, except that commandeered by the troops, went 
up to famine prices. Detachments went about taking 
possession of the supplies in groceries and delicatessen 
stores and piled them up for the common good of all, 
Before the stores which were spared there stood lines 
of men and women which ran in some cases for a block 
long, offering anything for bread or canned goods. 
Bread went up to seventy-five cents a loaf. Ten 
centsa piece was offered for ordinary soda crackers, a 
dollar a pound for ham and bacon, and a dollar anda 
half to two dollars for canned goods. There were no 
quotations on fresh meat, because none was to be had. 
To attempt to print facts at the time this is being 
written would be almost farcical, for the information is 
leaking out in driblets. At the time of the earthquake 
and when the fires began, telegraph operators remained 
at their posts until they were driven out by flames and 
smoke, Afterthatfor hours there was only conjec- 
ture. The refugees and the citizens of Oakland, looking 
across the bay, could see only a black pall of smoke. 

There will never be a complete list of the dead, for 
bodies will have to be disposed of at “once, in order to 
avoid pestilence and plague, besides many have been 
consumed in the raging fires which could not even be 
checked. 

The earthquake shocks themselves were of minor im- 
portance, when what followed is taken into consider- 
ation. Had fire not broken out, or had there been ade- 
quate means to fight it, the casualties would probably 
not have been one-twentieth as severe. 

With over 100,000 people to feed, the danger of actual 
starvation was very great, and Mayor Schmitz prompt- 
ly sent out an appeal to the near by towns to send the 
actual necessaries of life, and then later it was dis- 
covered that the military storehouse at Mare’s Island 
was stored with tons of food stuffs. Mare Island is 
thirty miles from the city and the veasels of the navy 
which were stationed there were ordered to at once 
load up to their full capacity and bring the stuff to the 
city. From the start the war department has shown 
great activity and everything possible was done to send 
aid to the stricken city. Tents, as well as supplies and 
stores of all kinds, were ordered to the Coast, 

Other Cities Injured. 

Here is a summary of what occurred in other places: 

Palo Alto—Leland Stanford, Jr., University is prac- 
tically destroyed. Several lost. 

San Jose—Many buildings wrecked; sixty-five killed. 
Agnews Insane Asylum wrecked and subsequently 
burned; 275 inmates killed; others roaming around 
country. 

Salinas—Spreckles sugar factory destroyed. Loss, 
$1,500.000; high school building, Elks’ Hall, Masonic 
Temple, armory, City Hall, K. of P. building, Odd Fel- 
lows building, gone. 

Napa—Many buildings 
$300,000. 

Hollister—Grangers union warehouse destroyed. 

Vallejo—Some damage to property. 

Sacrameuto—Buildings were rocked 
post office and brick buildings damaged. 

Red wood—Court house and other buildings collapsed. 

Suisun—Mile and a half of railroad track sunk three 
to six feet; loaded passenger train nearly engulfed. 

Santa Rosa—Court House demolished and 300 persons 
killed; city in flames. Loss $1,000,000. 

Watsonville—Moreland Academy destroyed by fire; 
several buildings collapsed. 

Monterey—Chimney fell through roof of Delmonico 
Hotel, killing a bride and bridegroom and hotel em- 
ployee. Eight lives lost. 

Stockton—Santa Fe Bridge over the San Joaquin 
River settled several inches. 

Santa Cruz—Twelve buildings destroyed; conflicting 
reports as to loss of life. 

Gilroy—Heavy damage. 

Berkeley—Five lives lost. 

At Berkeley the buildings of the University of Cali- 
fornia were thrown open to the refugees, and many of 
them were housed there, Other places surrounding 
San Francisco also offered to do all in their power to 
aid the bomeless. There is scarcely a town within 
twenty-five miles of San Francisco but is sheltering 
some of the unfortunates,

Keys. There is nothing in his name to indicate that 
he might be ascrapper, but Al Neill, who recently re- 
turned from the land of kangaroos, vouches for his 
ski§. If he possessed astifier punch Al believes he 
would clean up all the Britts, Nelsons and Gardiners in 
sight, but the punch is the thing he lacks, In point of 
cleverness he is Jack O’Brien’s equal, and Young 
Griffo, who was supposed to be wonderfully shifty and 
also an Australian product, had nothing on Keys, 

“T was astounded when I saw Keys put up bis 
hands,” says Al, “At first I thought he might be some 
shifty fighter from America, who was appearing under 
an assumed name, but I soon learned he was an Aus- 
tralian. He 1s a 133-pound man, and just as fast and 
clever as Jack O’Brien. This may seem like éxtrava- 
gant talk, but if I am any judge of a fighter’ he is all of 
that. Keys isa whirlwind on his feet, and for jabbing 
and getting away or covering up he isa phenom. No, 
he would not lick Britt or Nelson, but he would give 
them a merry chase before they caught him, Keys 
lacks the punch to make him champion. He is nota 
strong fellow, but as a boxer he is right in Griffo’s class, 

“Undoubtedly you have heard about Kernick over 
here as a possible opponent to Jeffries, but he won't do,” 
continued Neill, “He is not the man Squires is. When 
I left there there was a rumor afloat that Jeffries was 
on his way over to fight some good man. I will say 
that they want to see Jeffries in the ring, and any time 
he concludes to visit that country a $10,000 purse awaits 
bim. There is a very wealthy bookmaker at Mel- 
bourne, by the name of Jack Wren, who has offered to 
give Jeft £2,000. Wren has more money than he knows 
what to do with, and he 1s stuck on boxing. To give 
you an idea of how big a sport he is, he won $250,000 on 
one of his horses recently when it wonacup race. So 
you see $10,000 is a small piece of money for him. if 
Squires should improve and establish bis claim upon 
the heavyweight championship beyond dispute, Wren 
might feel justified in giving Jeffries a larger purse in 
case he desired to go to Australia. If Jeff goes they 
will give bim a good time, for Australians like Ameri- 
cans and treat them better than they do people from 
England. 

“They fight and train differently than we do,” said 
Neill, laughing at their mode of training. ‘‘A fighter to 
be in good condition there must be brown as a berry, and 
the browner he is the better they like him. Fighters 
generally ‘train near some watering resort and they 
swim and loaf on the beach a lot, andin this way the 
sun burnsthem up. No matter how fata fighter may be, 
if he is brown be looks good to the Australians, When 
I went over there I kept away from the water, though 
I worked hard in the gymnasium, but my body was 
white like our fighters are. When I went into the 
ring I could plainly hear them remark about my con- 
None of them liked my looks because I was 
not sunburned. 

“As to their fighting, they box differently. Over 
there they work for the head and overlook the body. 
A great majority of the men [ met had no idea how to 
stop my body punches, which made it easy work for 
me. But they are experts at head-jabbing, and unless 
one can block they will cut you to ribbons, They fight 
clean breaks, and don’t like to see rough work. They 
also use three and four ounce gloves, and you don’t 
have a new pair of gloves for each fight, either.’’ 


When Percente Got His. 
George Siler, the well-known referee, knows a few 
things about fights and he has this oue on his list: 
“Speaking of the knockers-out reminds me of that 
once hard-hitting youngster, Joe Percente. Joe could 
hit likea pile driver, but was a rattle-headed fighter 
and was apt to lose battles by hitting an opponent 


| when down, The first fight I refereed for him was in 
| December, 1900, his opponent being the now great

“The Battler did not cut much ice in the fighting 
game in those days and when he shaped up in front of 
Joe he looked like the rawest of raw recruits.

The old structure during its time- 
honored existence filled many useful purposes, and 
right up to the very time the flery flames began to lick 
its sides it filled a needful purpose as a refuge, shelt- 
ering the sick and dying people who had been taken 
there out of their blazing homes, Of course, the 
ruined condition of things will put an end for a time, 
to pugilistic activity in the great Metropolis of the 
Golden West, but the indomitable spirit of American 
progress which is shared by those who carried on this 
enterprising money making industry will soon find a 
way to cater to thelr patrons who still remain in the 
stricken city. To-<lay, San Francisco sits in pitiable 
desolation, All that bas been achieved by more than a 
century of aspiring enterprise and patient industry has 
been swept away. Gray ashes, heaped brick, broken 
columns, bare and leaning walls, twisted steel—all the 
ruin that can be worked by ungovernable hatural 
forces in a riot of destruction—these are the elements 
spread before her vision. 

But the mighty incineration, with all its tremendous 
power, has not consumed one precious thing. The 
spirit that made San Francisco survives, untouched by 
flame and unshaken by earthquake. San Francisco 
will rise again. The new city will be greater than the 
old, The peninsula inclosed by ocean and bay will 
again see a people rich and prosperous. What Chicago 
did she will do, Already her face is turned toward the 
future. Walking in the very valley of the Shadow she 
is supported by a determination to emerge—sees the 
light shining on the embracing hills. She has felt the 
earth shudder, but she is not benumbed, 

San Francisco will rise again. She will rise because 
her people, despite the experiences of that dreadful 
week, are still unterrified. She will rise because the 
symypeuthy and, what is more to the purpose, the aid of 
eighty millions of people will yo out to her.

Speaking of the amateur boxing tourney 
in San Francisco, 80 much dissatisfaction has grown 
out of it that the time honored Olympic Athletic Club, 
has decided to wash its hands of the amateur game as 
it exists at present. Trouble bas risen over the pay- 
ment of money to so-called bona fide amateurs under 
the guise of training expenses. A climax in the affair 
was reached ata meeting of the board of directors of 
the Post street club and in future the winged “O” or- 
ganization will be dark to the four-round fighters. 

“If amateur fighters cannot contest for trophies they 
will not battle before the Olympic Club,” said Director 
Paul Cowles, and his statement can be taken as indica- 
tive of the club’s attitude, 

This action on the part of the Olympic Club may 
finally result in the entire abolition of the sport. 

Trainer Van Court appeared at the meeting with a 
bill for $770 for the fighters. When explanations were 
in order he said that he was obliged to offer an incen- 
tive or otherwise there would have been few contes- 
tants in the events. It was agreed, he said, that every 
man who won a fight in the tournament should re- 
ceive $5 and in the event that he won his class §35 was 
to cover training expenses, 

While the money is given under the guise of ex penses 
itis virtually a small purse. This fact the Olympic 
Club directorate decries and will in future avoid, even 
though the club sacrifices its yearly boxing tourna- 
ment, 

William Greer Harrison, President of the Olympic 
Club, has always been strenuously opposed to amateur 
boxing. He said: “There are 500 registered boxers 
here and not one of them is an amateur, Personally, 
Lam unalterably opposed to the holding of any more 
‘amateur’ tournaments under the Olympic Club.”’ 
About Van Court’s bill President Harrison said: “The 
board of directors bave unanimously decided not to 
pay outacent. If Van Court made any promises of 
money to the boys who boxed, he did it entirely with- 
out authorization. In his zeal for a large entry list and 
a successful tournament he overstepped himself and 
did something which he had no right to do.”

Fitzsimmons can ever get his right over on Jack 

O’Brien’s jaw, when they fight again, there won’t be 
| any question about the latter going out for good. The 
Philadelphian has a bad jaw and he knows it, and that 
is why he utilizes bis cleverness in keeping away from 
a punch, rather than risking the chance of taking one 
and withstanding its eflect. That he was put down and 
out by Fred Cooley, bis former sparring partner, is 
| evidence of this. Cooley, in telling the other day how 
it happened, said: 

“Tt took six weeks for that knockout to take place, 
I certainly put Mr. O’Brien down and out that night. 
You see, I had been working for O’Brien, and he said 
he would give me $50 a week and expenses. This 
looked pretty good, and I accepted a ten weeks’ con- 
tract with him. About the end of the sixth week 
O’Brien had my face very sore from his jabs. His 
stinging blows hurt me, and I told bim I would lay off 
for a couple of days. 

“O’Brien thought this was a chance to break his con- 
| tract and keep the $300 that was coming to me. You 
see, the contract said that I was not to get any of the 
money if I quit before the ten weeks. I informed 
O’Brien that be was using me a bit roughly, and that I 
would have to fight back in the bouts if he didn’t let 
up a bit. 

“Jack merely laughed. When we opened the show 
in Toledo Jack made a speech, in which he told bow 
he would outclass Jeffries and the rest of the heavy- 
weights. Jack was making a play for the grandstand, 
and then to make good his talk he proceeded to punch 
me severely. I told him it wasn’t a fight and to let up 
a bit. In the second he sailed in harder than the first 
round, and I got mad. Ishifted a right-hand punch 
over to his Jaw, and followed it up with a left-hand 
uppercut. O’Brien fell fiat on his face. The papers 
had it that he was out eight seconds. If I’m any judge 
of time he was out halfa minute. His valet, who was 
acting as his second, rushed over to O’Brien and picked 
him up. The bell rung for the close of that round. 
We usually fought three rounds, and when I came out 
for the third I knew there would be something doing 
for me, so I prepared for it. I was tired, but I fought 
at O’Brien heart and soul, and we were only fightiug 
half a minute when the bell clanged for the end of 
the go. 

“O’Brien was very sore that I had landed on him, 
and made a speech to the audience, assuring them that 
he could knock me out in one round or forfeit $1,000 to 
charity. Hethought I would not dare to accept his 
challenge, but I did, and offered to fight him right there 
on the stage. The incident closed there, and the next 
day O’Brien gave me my discharge, with $300 in cash 
and a check for $200, besides my transportation back to 
Chicago. 

“Since knocking O’ Brien down I would like to get on 
a match with him. I bad O’Brien on Queer street more 
than once during the six weeks that I was with him, 
and that is the reason I believe I can lick him,”
